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Preface 


Bulletin 108, the Supplemental bibliography of New Mexico geology and mineral 
technology through 1975, contains over 1,800 references and cross references in the 
geoscience field. Citations in this book include items never before available in the 
previous six bibliographies published by the New Mexico Bureau of Mines and 
Mineral Resources. This volume also includes individual listings of road logs, 
especially from the New Mexico Geological Society guidebook series, because these 
road logs have not been cited in previous bibliographies. Ground water and other 
hydrology topics have always been included, but they have more emphasis in this 
volume as a result of recent publications by Robert L. Borton, New Mexico State 
Engineer’s Office, and Ann Finley Wright, U.S. Geological Survey. 

Approximately 70 percent of the citations in Bulletin 108 is new material. The re- 
maining 30 percent, provided as an additional service to the reader, includes all rele- 
vant citations from the previous six bibliographies that were not listed in the 
chronologically correct volume. We hope this approach may simplify the reader’s 
search for specific items. We have also tried to expand our index format and to max- 
imize the usefulness of this important section of the book. 

As in the Bureau’s previous bibliographies, both published and unpublished 
material has been cited. 

This volume is an outgrowth of the in-progress compilation, Bulletin 110, 
Bibliography of New Mexico geology and mineral technology 1976-1980. Most 
research on Bulletin 108 was the responsibility of Dana M. Heljeson, Editorial 
Technician with the New Mexico Bureau of Mines and Mineral Resources, under the 
direction of Candace L. Holts, Editorial Consultant and former Associate Editor 
for the New Mexico Bureau of Mines and Mineral Resources. 

The bibliography comprises the following three sections: 

Publications and abbreviations list—many of the publications listed in this section 
may be found in the Speare Memorial Library at the New Mexico Institute of Min- 
ing and Technology in Socorro. Other publications can be located at the libraries of 
the University of New Mexico (Albuquerque), New Mexico State University (Las 
Cruces), and Los Alamos Scientific Laboratory (Los Alamos). 

Citation section—Each citation is listed alphabetically by senior author. All 
publications and papers by a given author are listed chronologically. If an author 
published more than one paper in a single year, each paper is identified by a letter 
following the year. Co-authors are arranged alphabetically under the senior author. 

Index—Most citations are listed in the index under at least two headings: 
geographic location and subject matter. Many of the citations have been indexed 
under three or more headings and subheadings. 

We encourage the reader to bring any errors or omissions to our attention; after 
all, the purpose of this volume is to serve the earth-science community.
